all that is recommended he purchases it at 
once. It is not wholly a question whether 
he can afford it, but whether he can afford 
to be without it while some rival manufac- 
turer may get it and thus have the advan- 
tage of him. 

When the machine is purchasd and 
placed in his factory, then comes the ad- 
ditional study in finding the fastest possible 
speed at which it may run, without injury 
to the quality of work. Finally comes the 
question of a man to attend the machine, 
or the greatest number of machines that 
one man can oversee. After this is ascer- 
tained and the possible capacity of the 
machine figured out, the employee is ex- 
pected to come up very near the figures 
worked ont by the agent and his engineer. 
lf ten yards ot cloth are estimated to be a 
fair product in a certain number of hours, 
no fault is tound if he accomplishes only 99 
yards, but if he only accomplished 94 yards 
yarda he is discharged and someone else 
employed in his place. 

It is only by the most careful study and 
the utmost crowding, so as to reduce the 
cost of production by increasing what one 
man or one machine may do, that there ia 
any profit. But the success of manufac- 
turing, is not entirely in having the best 
machinery end running it in the fastest 
possible way. Sometimes in mills having 
precisely the same kind of machinery, the 
ditference between success and failure de- 
pends upon the way the machinery is ar- 
ranged in the mill, a more convenient 
arrangement, saving labor and promoting 
the economical process of manufacturing, 

In some instances, prosperity and success 
are due to buying the raw material, as a 
slight difference in percentage of the waste 
might wipe out all the protit that there is. 
Supposing cotton sells at three cents per 
yard and the raw material costs one and 
one-half to one ané three-fourths cents. 
The study of the management is to run the 
factory so that one and one-fourth to one 
and one-half cents per yard will pay all the 
labor, wear and tear of machinery and 
buildings, interest on any money which 
may have been borrowed and a dividend on 
the stock. 

Assuming that a* man trained in such a 
school as this was made acquainted with 
the fact that the average dairy cow of this 
country produces about 3,1) pounds of 
milk yearly, (and that is putting the aver- 
age high}, and anamber of farmers through 
the country have herds that yield 5,00 
pounds per cow, and that the annual cost 
of keepiny a cow is say 320 and the average 
price of milk per cwt. is SO cents net to him 
(supposing, of course, he is sending his milk 
to a cheese factory). The manufacturer 
looking into the matter would tind that the 
man with the 3,000) pound cows, is procur 
ing milk at a cost of 66 2-3 cents per ewt., 
and the man whose cows yielded 5,000 
pounds at acost of 49 cents per ewt. and 
both selling their milk in an open market, 
Where it is worth SO cents per cwt., the one 
is making a protit of 134 cents per cwt. and 
the other a profit of 4U cents per cwt. on 
his milk. Surely he would say that manu 
facturing would not stand such a disparity 
of production. 

think I have put the case very mildly, 
ag Iftirmly believe there are cows in this 
country that cost their owners more than 
they carn. But I think the day will soon 
be gone when the farmer gets paid fer his 
milk by the hundredweignt: it will not be 
the cow that produces the large quality, 
but the cow that gives the best quantity of 
milk, and the man will get paid for the 
productive qualities of his milk.
